The trip was done on the 
cheap and was accepted only 
because the New Caledonians 
paid the air fares and 
accommodation costs for the 
party of 22. 

It originally had been 
planned that the youth team 
should take part in the 
prestigious Mexico Six-Nation 
Tournament, but this was 
scrapped by the A.S.F.’s 
“Razor Gang’ as the full 
enormity of the cost of the 
Gutendorf regime began to 
sink in, and the A.S.F. refused 
to budge even when the 
Mexican F.A. offered free 
accommodation, and Coca- 
Cola weighed in with an offer 
to meet half the cost of the air 
fares, a contribution of some 
$12,000.

But the A.S.F. refused to 
Spend another $12,000 on 
Australia’s soccer future, and 
A.S.F. Marketing was too busy 
in other areas to bother to try 
to find a sponsor, so it was 
New Caledonia or nothing, or 
should that read, for nothing.

Charlie Egan headed the 
Victorian State League 
goalscorers’ list from the day 
he played his first match for 
Frankston City in the first 
round of the season. 


Now he is the target of talent scouts 
galore.

The following are some 
habits I would like to see refer- 
ees adopt to encourage the full 
flow of a game: 

e Fouls involving bodies 
pushing and bumping in mid- 
field, without any danger to 
any parties should be over- 
looked as much as possible so 
as to allow the game to flow. 

© Referees need to develop a 
wider range of vision so that 
they can refrain from blowing, 
say for offside, when the ball is 
obviously going into the hands 
of an unencumbered goalkee- 
per. 

Referees should develop 
skilful use of the advantage 
law. 

© This law was given to ref- 
erees precisely to help them 
Keep the game flowing. 

@ Stop over-diligence when 
ordering players to take free 
kicks in midfield at the exact 
Spot of the offence. This 
drastically holds up the game 
and usually robs the recipient 
of any advantage. 

The main attraction of 
soccer Over other games such

When a team is winning the 
administrators really think 
that it is by their doing, yet 
when a team loses it’s always 
the poor coach’s fault. 

Also this terrible, terrible 
habit of club, state and nation- 
al administrators going to 
players and asking their 
advice on coaches, is some- 
thing that has got to be stam- 
ped out immediately. 

If it isn’t, then no coach in 
Australia — no matter who he 
is, has a real chance to suc- 
ceed. 

The player-committee com- 
bine will always get him in the 
end! 

All this, plus the jealousy in 
the game, and believe me it's 
riddled with it, makes it a very 
sad code indeed, at the present 
time. 
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There are too many people 
who think they are'big fishes in 
& little pool ‘and are afraid if 
the pool gets bigger they will 
become little fishes.

Brazilians beat England 1-0 with a goal by 
Zico, France 3-1 (Zico, Reinaldo, Socr- 
ates) and West Germany 2-1 (Toninho 
Cerezo, Junior) 


Against Germany, the Brazilians were 
perhaps a bit lucky — Paul Breitner 
missed a twice-taken penalty and German 
substitute goalkeeper Eike Immel was 
badly at fault with Junior's late, dipping 
winner — but Germany's coach Jupp Ber- 
wall would not begrudge Brazil its victory. 


“They are a very strong team, perhaps 
the best in the world,” he said. 


Santana, 50, clearly has succeeded in 
giving back to the Brazilian footballers the 
type of soccer to which they are best suit- 
ed. Not for him the defensiveness of Mario

When ASF Marketing Ltd 
was formed the organisa- 
tion’s supremo, Rik Booth 
cited the North American 
Soccer League as an example 
the PSL should strive to 
emulate. 


It is appropriate therefore to take 
a closer look at the NASL and its 
relevance to the PSL, particularly in 
_respect..of- contentious innovations 
like nicknames, indoor and summer 
soccer. 


NICKNAMES: 


Firstly it must be stressed that Cosmos, 
Rowdies and Strikers are as much part of 
the official titles of the New York, Tampa 
Bay and Fort Lauderdale clubs as United, 
City and Hotspurs are to the Manchester, 
Birmingham and Tottenham-based out- 
fits, sa they cannot be termed “nickna- 
mes’’ in the Australian sense. 

Colorful titles have been part of the 
North American sports scene since last 
century and were around when marketing 
was the domain of cabbage growers and 
catile farmers. 

The NASL then merely copied baseball, 
ag football, ice hockey and basket- 

all. 


As all clubs were built from scratch, the 
owners christened their franchises ex- 
actly as they wished. In contrast the PSL 
members, with the exceptions of 
Canberra, Newcastle and Wollongong, are 
based upon long - established set-ups with 
their own cherished names. 

Ironically, although the NASL does not 
encourage ethnic names, they are toler- 
ated when economics demand. 

As professional soccer in Toronto would 
not have been viable without the support 
of the city’s Croatian population, Toranto 
Metros - Croatia were members until 1979. 

Even today the Los Angeles Aztecs 
belong almost exclusively to the Mexican 
communtiy! 

It is interesting to note that the PSL 
nicknames owe most to the National Foot- 
ball League (gridiron) which has Lions 
(Detroit), Rams (Los Angeles), Giants 
(New York), Raiders (Oakland) and 
Eagles (Philadelphia) in membership, 
while Fort Lauderdale Strikers are the 
only NASL team to share their name with 
an Australian counterpart. 

Naturally Some PSL clubs are resentful, 
envins been saddled with unwanted subtit- 
es. 

If Marconi players had Stepped onto the 
pitch for the opening game of sthe 198] 
season with a new badge depicting a leo- 
pard boldly displayed on their shirts, and 
had the Press subtly dropped the ierm 
“Leopards” into match reports, the nick- 
name probably would have been happily 
embraced by the club, as would other PSL 
aliases had they been introduced in like 
manner, 

The PSL obviously believes in using a 
sledgehammer to crack nuts. 

But if club members wish to retain their 
original titles, why not let them? A com- 
promise, incorporating the traditional 
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names with that of the area they represent 
would surely be acceptable, thus we have 
Heidelberg Alexander, Sydney Hakoah, 
Adelaide Juventus etc. 

The soccer world is full of clubs whose 
titles bear testimony to their British ori- 
gins. Prominent in South America are 
Corinthians (Brazil), Everton and 
Rangers (Chile), Liverpool] and Wande- 
rers (Uruguay) and Arsenal (Argentina), 
yet these are never accused of being 
“Anglicised’’! 


Indoor Soccer 


The NASL introduced indoor soccer in 
1975 for two reasons, neither of which is 
relevant to Australia: 

A) The rules are similar to those of ice 
hockey and therefore, theoretically, 
easier for North Americans to understand 
than the outdoor game. 

B) It kept full-time professionals work- 
ing, and earning their keep, the whole year 
round. 

The project was abandoned due to abys- 
mal attendances in 1976, only to be revived 
three years later when a rival competition 
~ the Major Indoor Soccer League gained 
partial success, 

Unfortunately the sport suffers from 
the stigma of being regarded as a poor 
man’s version of the parent game, tradi- 
tionally used only for training purposes 
and the occasional novelty tournament. 

Many leading professionals refuse to 
participate, feeling it below their dignity. 

Significantly the NASL glamor club, 
New York Cosmos, declined to become in- 
volved, Franz Beckenbauer playing com- 
petitive indoor soccer is as unlikely as 
Prince Charles appearing on the ‘‘Norman 
Gunston Show.” 

This is unfortunate as the interior game 
can be a fast and exciting spectacle with 
much potential, 

In October last year the English FA 
banned the European version of indoor 
soccer, as it was proving so popular they 
considered it a possible threat to the es- 
tablished code. 

There is no reason why indoor soccer 
cannot be promoted successfully, but it 
must be treated as a sport in its own right 
and not merely a novelty. 


Summer Soccer 

The NASL adopted summer soccer be- 
cause it needed quality guest players in 
the European close season and baseball, 
the traditional American summer sport, 
was considered more vulnerable than 
gridiron or basketball in competition for 
the sportsfans’ dollar. 

Neither reason is pertinent to Australia. 

The prospect of summer soccer has 
been met with almost total condemnation 
in Australia. For the North American 
viewpoint I contacted Jack Leonard, the 
public relations director of Vancouver 
Whitecaps. 

“This is not an issue here,"’ Leonard 
said. “The vast majority of our games are 
played under floodlights, therefore heat is 
no problem. In fact in the current 32- 
match regular season, we only have five 
afternoon games. 
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What is the players’ attitude to those 
few afternoon games though? 

“They resent them,” he confirmed. 
“We play in the afternoons only when air- 
line schedules demand, or an evening kick 
off coincides with another popular event. 
These games have to be treated as an oc- 
casional occupational hazard." 

Have you experienced any problems 
such as heat exhaustion? 

“Not at the Whitecaps, Other clubs 
haven't been so lucky, although I can’t 
quote names, Generally we are able to 
overcome potential problems by talking 
precautitns. All the players take a couple 
of salt pills to prevent dehydration and we 
take full advantage of the NASL ruling 
enabling us to use three substitutes per 
match. Also afternoon games are inevita- 
bly played at a slower pace - not the type 
of soccer we try to promote in Van- 
couver.”’ 

The North American experience indic- 
ates that only the use of floodlighting 
would make summer soccer a viable pro- 
position in Australia. 

A national floodlit league would hold ex- 
citing possibilities, particularly as it 
‘would have little direct competition, 
unless the Sheffield Shield adopts the 
Kerry Packer white ball - under-the-lights 
treatment, which appearts unlikely. 

Before the PSL decides it wishes to es- 
tablish itself as an Antipodean copy of the 
NASL it should ask itself: Just how suc- 
cessful is the American competition? 

Of the 18 clubs that contested the 1977 
NASL, five have gone out of existence, In 
the PSL the casualty list over the same 
period is just two (Mooroolbark and West- 
ern Suburbs). 

No fewer than eight of the 1980 NASL 
members had average attendances of less 
than 10,000. 

Easily the league’s most popular club is 
the Cosmos, who attracted an average of 
42,804 to their home games. It must be re- 
membered though that under the NASL’s 
franchise system Cosmos have sole access 
to the 25 million citizens of New York and 
New Jersey states. 

Cosmos therefore attracted a meagre 
0.0017% of the population within their allo- 
cated area! 

If the Melbourne PSL clubs “enjoyed” 
the same drawing power they would aver- 
age 1,531 spectators - between the four of 
them! 

Very few NASL clubs make money and 
even Cosmos survive only due to the ex- 
treme generosity of their owners Warners 
Communications. 

Where the NASL has succeeded is in 
elevating soccer to its highest ever point 
in the American consciousness, brought 
the game out of isolated, decrepit grounds 
and into ultramodern stadiums, enabled 
the U.S. national team to be comprised of 
fully-fledged professionals and not the 
naive, outclassed amateurs of former 
years and, most importantly, inspired the 
incredible boom taking place in American 
junior soccer. 

The foundation has been laid for a bright 
future. Many years and dollars will be 
spent before the US becomes a real force 
in world soccer, though. How much time 
and money can Australia afford in order to 
implement a similar programme? 
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Austrailan Soccer Federation Marketing, on behalf of 
the Phillips Soccer League, has officially released tte 16 
new League team badges. 

The badges were designed to enable League clubs to launch into 
the licensed merchandise industry and provide manufacturers the 
opportunity to run sales promotion campaigns related to the 
League clubs. ;

“A sales operation for non-retail sales has already been set up 
that will accommodate orders from the individual clubs of manu- 
facturers’ merchandise bearing their team badges. A number of 
licences have already been granted and the first merchandise will 
commence appearing in approximately six weeks time.”
